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The After-Final amendment is denied entry for the following reasons: 

1. Claim 38 (currently amended) inserts new claim limitations (e.g., "comprising two 
analgesic compounds and/or pharmaceutically acceptable salts thereof and the deletion of the 
"consisting essentially of language), which introduces new search and consideration. For 
example, Applicants state, "the present claims have been amended without prejudice to recite 
'consisting of terminology with respect the 'analgesic' limitation. Accordingly, the present 
claims are 'closed ended 5 with respect to this limitation and only encompass (i) N-[3- 
(formylamino)-4-oxo-6-phenoxy-4H-l-benzopyran-7-yl] methanesulfonarnide (T-614) and/or 
salts thereof and (ii) oxycodone and/or salts thereof, which was previously not the case. That is 
a new "close ended" subgenus will have to be searched and/or addressed with a new rejection. 

2. In addition, Applicants have not made a "showing of good and sufficient reasons why the 
affidavit or other evidence is necessary and was not earlier presented has been made" in 
accordance with MPEP § 1206. Applicants use the "Sunshine" reference to address the Baker 
rejection, but provide no reason why this was not early presented. That is, Applicants could have 
used the Sunshine reference to address the Baker rejections in the 10/6/05 and 8/10/06 office .
